One Board town? 


If Protestant School Board 
Trustee Gary Hodgins has 
his way St. Albert could once 
again (the split came in 1958) 
become a one school board 
town, 

Wednesday, at the 
Board's regular meeting, 
Trustee Hodgins moved that 
the administration be direc- 
ted to investigate the feasi- 
bility - advantages and dis- 
advantages - of the St. Albert 
Protestant Separate School 
District #6 becoming part of 
the public system (St. Albert 
Public School District #3). 

Speaking to his motion 
Trustee Hodgins — said, 
‘whether we are more public 
than the Catholic Board is a 
matter which could be open

.+. favours one school board 


to long debate. They feel 
they also are open to the 
public,”” 

Trustee Shirley McCaffery 
asked whether Mr. Hodgins 
was talking about combining 
the Boards explaining that 
previous Boards (Trustee 
McCaffery is in her second 
term) had jointly discussed 
the matter without getting 
anywhere because of the 
religious question. 

Trustee Hodgins replied 
that a single Board ‘*may be 
to our advantage’’. When 
questioned following the 
mecting he admitted that one 
of the goals he had set as a 
candidate for trustee was the 


amalgamation of the two 
Boards. (The Gazette found 
no trace of this intention in 
Mr. Hodgins pre-election 
campaigning). 

The matter of the name 
change arose early in the 
mecting when Trustee Hod- 
gins brought forth a letter 
from Alberta Education 
which contained a denial of 
the Board's request to adopt 
the name *‘St, Albert Board 
of Education." The depart- 
ment turned down the 
request on grounds that the 
School Act called for sep- 
arate school districts to be 
labelled either Catholic or

Convenience store 
hit by armed bandit 


St. Albert RCMP are 
investigating an armed rob- 
bery that took place at the 
Red Rooster store in La- 
combe Park Plaza Monday 
night. 

The robbery occurred 
about 9:15 p.m., when a man 
wearing a light blue turtle 
neck sweater over his nose 
entered the Red Rooster 
wielding a large knife. He 
demanded money from the 
till, and the cashier turned 


over an undisclosed amount 
of cash. No one was injured 
in the incident, 

The suspect is described 
as being about six feet tall, 
thin build, has a fair 
complexion with acne scars, 
and has short, light brown 
hair, 

At the time of the robbery, 
he was wearing a navy blue 
ski jacket, a light blue turtle 
neck sweater, and a yellow 
and black toque.

Cemetery proposal 
referred to MPC 


St. Albert's city council 
chose to ‘look a gift horse in 
the mouth"’ last night when 
they elected to refer a 
proposal by MLA Ernie 
Jamison to the Municipal 
Planning Commission for 
further study. Mr, Jamison 
had negotiated the release of 
six acres of crown land from 
the provincial government, 
to be deeded to the city of St. 
Albert and Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 271 for use as 
a cemetery. The city would 
pay a nominal fee of $1 to 
take over the site, Two acres 
of land would be for Legion 
use as a Field of Honour, 
with the rest to be used by 
the city. 

Mr. Jamison met recently 
with officials of the MD of 
Sturgeon, where the land is 
located, and was informed 
that the MD had no intention 
to use the land as a cemetery 
for any of their munici- 
palitics, as this would con- 
travene their policy, Reeve 
Bill Flynn has said that St, 
Albert and the Legion are 
free to use the land for the 
proposed cemetery. 

However, members of 
council were reluctant to act 
upon the proposal until 
“further input’’ was ob- 
tained. A motion by Alder- 
man Roger Ayotte to approve 
the cemetery proposal and 
accept the land failed to win 
any support, Ald, Bakker 
wanted planners to ensure 
the cemetery could fit into 
the city’s plans, particularly 
regarding access, while Ald. 
Smith felt the ministerial 
association should be con- 
sulted. Ald. Shields said he 
‘didn't see the reason for 
the rush, as this was a 
“major subdivision and land 
use."’ He then moved the 
matter be referred to the 
MPC for further study with 
regard to population trends 
and other matters. 

The referral motion drew a 
vehement response from 
Ald. Ayotte: 


ALD. ROGER AYOTTE 
‘Sick and tired ...”” 


‘*Lam sick and tired of 
studying everything!"’, said 
the alderman. ‘The legion 
has wanted this for over a 
year. If the provincial gov- 
ernment wants to give us 
this, why do you want to look 


at populations?’’ Mr. Flynn 
told Mr. Jamison the MD 
doesn't want it. This pro- 
perty will eventually create 
revenue with no costs. The 
Legion has worked long and

Referral of cemetery 


issue “incredible” 


Following St. Albert coun- 
cil's decision Monday night 
to refer the cemetery pro- 
posal to MPC, Ernie Jamison 
was asked to comment. ‘*To 
me it is just incredible that 
five members of council 
would take this action, 
namely Breadner, Shields, 
Smith, Throndson and Bak- 
ker,’’ said Jamison. He 
added that as far back as 
1970, during Ray Gibbon’'s 
term of office as mayor, 
longtime residents of St. 
Albert were requesting a 
local cemetery to serve the 
Protestant population. 

“I too have been asked to 
look into this matter over the 
years,’’ said Mr. Jamison, 
*tand while Mayor Gibbon 


was fully supportive, council 
did not have an offer of free 
land for the site."’ 

“These council members 
also indicated that they 
apparently do not trust 
Ministers Tom Chambers 
and Dallas Schmidt and their 
staffs to ensure that the site 
granted would not interfere 
with the Government's plans 
regarding an Athabasca Uni- 
versity. This is entirely a 
matter for Provincial deci- 
sion, and again I find their 
attitude simply incredible,"’ 
said Mr. Jamison. 

He added that he was 
deeply disappointed that 
council refused on February 
§ to extend their meeting for

The proposed alterations 
to the Grandin Shoppers 
Park were again at the eye of 
a storm of controversy at 
Monday night's meeting of 
council, but the winds of 
protest failed to blow council 
off its course, and the bylaw 
to amend the General Plan 
for the necessary changes 
passed second reading. 
However, council was em- 
phatic that any authorization 
of the proposed changes 
meant the city was putting its 
trust in the developer to run 
a top-notch development. 
Several aldermen commen- 
ted on the problems posed by 
the conflicting viewpoints, 
saying the decision was one 


of the toughest the council ' 


had yet faced. In addition to 
attending to the General Plan 
amendment, council also 
gave first reading to a bylaw 
to amend the zoning bylaw in 
relation to Lot 30B, changing 
the category from park to 
commercial retail parking. 

Lot 30B has been the focus 
of much of the controversy in 
the Grandin Park protest. 
The lot is zoned park, 
although it is privately 
owned, This is an exceptional 
situation which has resulted 
from the fact that the lot is 
part of a court settlement 
made with the owner some 
time ago. Thus, the devel- 
oper can develop the lot 
regardless of its park desig- 
nation, Residents in adjacent 
Grandin neighborhoods feel 
that the use of this lot for an 
underground parkade re- 
duces available parkland and 
diminishes the utility of the 
remaining park, 

Several Grandin residents 
and lawyers representing 


residents appeared before 
council Monday night to 


state their objection to what 


they perceived as problems 
proposed 


related to the 
development. Some felt buil- 


ding heights would obscure 
the view from their houses; 
that offensive people would 
be attracted to the liquor 
outlets in the proposed hotel; 
that invasion of their privacy 
would result because of hotel 
rooms with windows over- 
looking residences; that traf- 
fic problems might result 
from ‘altered access and 
exits, and the aécess road to 


the park behind the mall. 


CITY SHOULD NEGOTIATE 


Speaking on behalf of 
Mr. R, 
Gillespie told council his 
clients believed the city was 
in a good position to nego- 
tiate as the developer was 
asking for several favours. 
The residents questioned the 
feasibility of obtaining a 
liquor licence for the future 
hotel and suggested this be 
investigated before things 
progressed. The liquor store 
plan drew criticism as well, 
as residents said the plans 
for parking did not comply 
with the city’s formula, as 
there was no access planned

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from Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue to the liquor store 
lot. The residents also stated 
that the road to the east end 
parkade was was on city land 
and that rezoning might be 
necessary. Mr. Gillespie 
pointed out that the legal 
description of the property as 
set out in recent advertise- 
ments was not correct. 
Council later corrected these 
errors in the bylaws to 
amend the General Plan and 
the Zoning Bylaw. 

Lawyer David Margolus 
appeared before council on 
behalf of the developer to 


answer some of the griev- 
ances raised by residents. He 
stated that because of the 
nature of the court settle- 
ment this land had never 
been public land. In regard 
to questions about the park, 
he said the developer was 
only to use the area under- 
ground for the parking lot, 
while the area directly above 
would be tennis courts. This 
lot and the other lot would 
both be upgraded and land- 
scaped. Mr. Margolus also 
gave the technical necessity 
for retaining five storey 
height of the building.

Teachers vote 


tomorrow 


Teachers in the Catholic 
School District will vote 
tomorrow to accept or reject 
a two year contract which 
offers 7.86% in the first year 
and 7.94% in 1980, 

Teacher committee chair- 
man Leo Bruseker and Board 
Negotiating Chairman Don 
Lavoy signed a memorandum 
of agreement last week 
which in addition the in- 
creased salary grid also calls 
for the Board to pay 100% of 
the teachers group premium 
rate of Alberta Health Care 
at the December 31, 1978 
rate in the first year of the 
contract and 100% of the 
current rate in 1980. 

Teachers may, if the 
contract is accepted, apply 
for a leave of absence for 
personal reasons up to three 
days (up from one day). 
Principals allowances would 
increase to $80 per teacher in 
1979 (previously $75) and $86 
in 1980. 

Both Trustee Lavoy and 
Mr. Bruseker indicated they 
were pleased with the 
positive approach taken at 
the bargaining table. When 
contacted Tuesday Mr. Br- 
eadner said he was unwilling 
to predict which way the 
teachers will vote tomorrow 
because his comment might 
effect the outcome. He will, 
along with the other mem- 
bers of his committee. be 
recommending acceptance as 
reflecting by his signature on 
the memorandum.

‘Cop-out 
responsibility 


“Cop-out realism” is a term that belongs in 


everyone's lexicon, courtesy of Saturday 
Review. In case you haven't noticed, “on all 
sides, one sees evidence today of cop-out 
realism - ostensible efforts to be sensible in 
dealing with things as they are but that turn out 
to be a shucking of responsibility.” 


Different people may think of different things 
when reading these opening words of an 
editorial in the magazine's Sept. 2 issue. But 
the piece goes on to specify examples that 
should be ail too readily recognizable. to 
everybody. 


Gambling. It's a persistent human failing, so 
cop-out realism says don't fight it, join it. Thus 
not only illegal gambling continues to thrive but 
legalized gambling - and even state-sponsored 
gambling. Authorities who should be discoura- 
ging gambling - or at the least not encouraging 
it - wind up promoting gambling more 
aggressively than they tout a good education, 
for example, or fair employment. 


Smoking. Some young people will smoke 
anyway, goes the counsel of fatalism, so cop- 
out realism says to give students a room 
where they can smoke nonfurtively, so to 
speak. But the more enlightened the world 
becomes about the evils of tobacco, the less 
excuse there is for facilitating its use in any 
way. Consider the anomaly of adult society 
reducing the number of public places where 
smoking is legal while increasing the places 
where children are encouraged to smoke. 


“By sanctioning that which they deplore,” as 
Saturday Review says, parents and teachers 
“become part of the problem they had the 
obligation to meet. What they regard as 
common sense turns out to be capitulation ... 
The fact is that a great many children do not 
smoke. The school cannot ignore its obligation 
to these youngters just because it cannot 
persuade the others not to smoke. It must not 
give the nonsmokers the impression that their 
needs are secondary ...” 


Not all of the editorial is persuasive. But it is 
valuable if only to nudge readers into giving 
themselves a cop-out realism test. Each day is 
full of occasisons to evade responsibility by 
doing what is “realistic” rather than accepting 
responsibility by doing what is right. 


Cop-out realism says: 


*| can't slow the whole highway down to the 
legal limit of 55, so | might as well join the 
speeders. (While the traffic police say, “We 
Path keep them all down to 56, let's try for 
60.” 


*| can't solve the problems of the world - or 
country, state, city, company, family - so why 
should | think about it? 


*| can hardly swing the election with my one 
vote, so why should | bother getting an 
absentee ballot? 


*| can't stop the neighbor's dog from bounding 
through our shrubbery, so | might as well leave 
some steak there for it. 


So that last example seems a little extreme? 
OK. But spoiling an innocently erring golden 
retriever could hardly be worse than fostering 
the sins of commission and omission counten- 
anced by cop-out realism.

The future of St. Albert as 
an autonomous community 
may be determined by an 
announcement to be made 
Tuesday, February 27 at the 
regular meeting of Edmon- 
ton city council, At that time, 
local residents will discover 
whether or not this muni- 
cipality is to be included in 
the City of Edmonton's most 
recent annexation bid. May- 
or Cec Purves and his council 
will make the final decision 
on the boundaries of the pro- 
posed annexation. However, 
their decision will be based 
on a recommendation from 
the Horizon 21 study group, 
a team of consultants from 
firms across the country who 
have been assembled to 
study the matter. 

Once the boundaries of the 
area to be annexed are 
announced, the matter will 
go before the Local Author- 
ities Board, with hearings 
probably in May or June. At 
that time, the board will hear 
a number of submissions 
both supporting and oppos- 
ing the application, The 
decision of the three-member 
board then goes to the 
provincial cabinet which has 
the right to change the LAB 
decision. However, so far the 
cabinet has not made any 
substantial amendments to 
LAB decisions. 

Although it is not yet 
certain that St. Albert is to be 
part of the annexation 
package, many signs point to 
its inclusion, At a special 
press briefing last Wed- 
nesday, Mr. A. Ackroyd, the 
project's legal advisor, was 
overheard to say that ‘‘any- 
thing with urban character- 
istics is fair game'’ for 
inclusion in the annexation 
area. The history of the 
various studies and pro- 
posals for boundary adjust- 
ments also indicates that St. 
Albert would be included, 

This history was enlarged 
upon by Mr. Ackroyd during 
the seminar and in the 
material given to members of 
the press. The McNally 
Commission, which filed a 
report in 1956, is considered 
by the City of Edmonton to 
be ‘the most comprehensive 
study of boundary require- 
ments" that has been done 
so far, and it is widely 
believed that the coming 
annexation bid will be based 
in part on the findings of the 
McNally group. 

In the McNally report a 
number of criteria were set 
out to support the move for a 
major annexation, One jus- 
tification cited is a need to 
remedy inequities which now 
exist in the tax base between 
local governments’ resulting 
in very rich and very poor 
areas existing/in the same 
region. McNally pointed out 
the need for a central 
municipal authority instead 
of several smaller govern- 
ments for greater efficiency 
and less redundance, The 
report also referred to 
industrial growth on the 
peripheries of big cities and 
suggested that one level of 
government should direct 
and control this growth. The 
commission also remarked 
that when workers in peri- 
pheral industries dwell in- 
side the adjacent larger city,

that city should gain the tax 
benefits from the industry, 
as it must foot the bill for 
services to the workers, (This 
has been one of Edmonton's 
arguments for the annexa- 
tion of the oil refineries in the 
County of Strathcona), The 
commission also addressed 
the subject of city growth, 
Stating in effect that the city 
is entitled to growing space, 
and that to do this it must 
expand into rural munici- 
palities. 


“METROPOLITAN 
TRAGEDY” 


The McNally Commission 
took a firm stance on the 
growth of cities, such as St. 
Albert and Sherwood Park on 
Edmonton's boundaries, 
saying the presence of such a 
second city would be a 
‘metropolitan tragedy.’’ The 
commission went on to say 
that any area which takes on 
“urban  characteristics’’ 
should be under the aegis of 
the city planning depart- 
ment. 

In 1967, the Hansen report 
served as the rationale for 
another annexation bid and 
used basically the same 
arguments as the McNally 
report. However, when Ed- 
monton tried to annex 
Strathcona, the Local Auth- 
orities countered the argu- 
ments used by McNally and 
later by Hansen with some of 
their own. The LAB was 
dubious as to the wisdom of 
bringing heavy industry like 
the refineries inside city 
boundaries, preferring to 
keep them in rural areas. In 
addition the board felt the 
loss of revenues to Strath- 
cona would result in a large 
burden on the county's 
taxpayers, while the addition 
of the refineries to the 
Edmonton assessment would 
be of little significance to 
taxpayers in the city. The 
board was critical of annex- 
ation for the purpose of re- 
distributing tax revenues, As 
a result of these arguments, 
the board decided to deny 
the application to annex 
buffer zones and industrial 
areas around Sherwood Park. 


COMPARISON TO U.S. 


The information given to 
the press at the briefing 
contained a comparison with 
principles used in American 
annexations. Mr. Ackroyd 
said that if the coming 
annexation was to be heard 
in American courts, the 
application would probably 
be granted. However, in 
light of the standards used in 
American courts, this point is 
debatable, In the U.S., an 
annexation must be based on 
the best interests of the city, 
the county and the remainder 
of the district not to be 
annexed. American cities 
must demonstrate that they 
are overcrowded and con- 
gested within existing boun- 
daries before an annexation 
is justified, The needs of the 
people in the area to be 
annexed are also considered, 
as the courts examine the 
existing provision of ser- 
vices, deciding whether it is 
adequate or could be better 
administered by the city after 
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annexation. In some U.S. 
courts there is a requirement 
to prove that the area in 
question has already been 
absorbed by the growing 
city, in such a way that the 
division between them is 
political rather than physical. 
The American courts are 
explicit in saying that an 
annexation cannot be pre- 
dicted solely on the needs of 
the city. 


UNITARY GOVERNMENT? 


The McNally report, the 
Hansen report and the 1973 
Future of the City report all 
spoke in favour of a unitary 
system of government, for 


Edmonton and the areas to 
be annexed. The Future of 
the City, report enlarged 
upon this thesis, making 
specific recommendations. It 
stated that St. Albert and 
other annexed municipalities 
would have ‘“‘branch city 
halls"’ to give citizens ready 
access to government. St. 
Albert would also be allotted 
two aldermen on council, The 
report stated that a unicity 
approach would improve 
planning, utilities, social 
services, urban transporta- 
tion, environmental protec- 
tion. However, the validity of 
these assertions is imposs- 
ible to prove.

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DISAGREES WITH 
LOCAL ECONOMIST 


AN OPEN LETTER TO: 

Professor Richard Plain, 
Department of Economics, 

8-14 Henry Marshall Tory Building, 
University of Alberta, 

Edmonton, Alberta. 


Dear Professor Plain: 


I have heard you being interviewed by the news media on 
several occasions recently, and I am writing to let you 
know that a lot of what you are saying is absolute 
nonsense, 

It is astonishing that, as an economist, you do not appear 
to grasp the fact that the Alberta Health Care Insurance 
Plan is simply an insurance company providing health 
services insurance. Like so many other government-run 
schemes it made sure that it would not have to face 
competition by eliminating M.S.I. and the other private 
plans which functioned well until 1969. 

Economists probably have a term for this type of action 
by government, but the term which best describes AHCIP 
is “a coercive monopoly.” It is astonishing that in a free 
society such autocratic action by government is condoned 
by individuals such as yourself. 

I suspect that you would be among the first to cry out in 
protest if legislation were passed to limit your freedom as a 
practising economist. 

You teach economics at the University, but does this 
really give you the expertise to support the sort of 
statements you have been making to the media recently? 

If all the physicians in Alberta decided to take a week’s 
vacation at the same time the outcry from those struck 
down by illness, but unable to obtain medical services, 
would be great indeed. 

To put this another way; physicians are a vitally 
important group within society and we are fortunate in 
Alberta to have a dedicated group of professional men and 
women working in the medical field. They work hard, put in 
long hours, and really do their best to contribute to the 


well-being of society. 

Another point you fail to mention in your interviews with 
the news media is that physicians have no contractual 
arrangement with government to provide services at a set 
rate. Like lawyers, dentists, accountants and veterinarians, 
they are private practitioners and members of an 
independent profession. 

You urge that government’s involvement in medical 
affairs should increase, and that legislation should be 
passed to bring this about. I would refer you to a copy of 
the book entitled: “A Legacy of Spending” which 
documents the astonishing waste and mismanagement by 
departments of government in the many areas of endeavor 
which government, and its bureaucracy, have chosen to get 
into, 

You might care to review this book with your students in 
the Department of Economics. 

Your most recent comments, heard over the airways on 
February 6, advocated legislation to force physicians, the 
providers of medical services, to accept the benefit payment 
of the health insurance plan as payment in full. If, 
tomorrow, your windshield shatters and you take your car 
to one of the auto glass companies in town, you will be 
informed that your auto insurance company will cover most 
of the cost of the replacement of the windshield. You will, 
however, be asked to pay a deductable of, probably, $25. 
To be logical, you should be advocating that all auto glass 
companies be forced to accept the payment of the auto 
insurance company as payment in full. 

Since you have chosen to “go public’ on several 
occasions recently, I think it is about time that the 


misleading and erroneous statements you are making should 
be challenged, and this I am now doing by forwarding a 
copy of this letter to the news media. 

I also intend to forward a copy of this letter to MLA’s. I 
would be happy to have further dialogue with you, but I ask 
only that you get your facis straight.

We try to get down to the ambulance garage as fast as 
possible, but please bear in mind: we have to get coats and 
footwear on, get our cars started, and get through the traffic 
first. In the summer, this only takes two to three minutes at 
the most, but in winter weather it can take us a little longer. 

I have also heard it said, “What took the ambulance so 
long?” Well, for someone waiting on the roadside, every 
minute must seem like ten, whether they are the injured 
ones or just bystanders. 

I also would like to thank all the motorists that move 
over so quickly on the Morinville streets to let us by on our 
way to the ambulance garage. We all use our emergency 
flashers and some of us have red lights on the dashboard.

City council took a look at a 
cultural, recreational and 
social complex which is to be 
constructed in the Wood- 
lands area on Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue. The com- 
plex, known as a community 
focus building, was a re- 
quirement of the develop- 
nient agreement that Carma 
signed with the city forthe 
construction of Woodlands. 
Carma is to build the facility 
and turn it over to the city to 
furnish, maintain and oper- 
ate it. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement, Carma will be 
permitted to use the infor- 
mation centre component of 
the complex for one year 
after the project is finished. 
The firm needs the space for 
use as a display and 
information area, When the 
year is up, the information 
centre will be converted to an 
adult lounge. The complex is 
to have facilities for residents 
of every age group, and the 
community as a whole is to 
benefit from it. 

In its presentation to 
council Monday night, Car- 
ma representatives told 
members of council that the 
firm proposed to construct 
the whole project at once, 
rather than in phases as 
originally planned. To do this 
they would have to enter into 
a co-operative project with 
the city to fund the complete 
complex. Qualico, who is 
developing the Pineview 
portion of Woodlands, would 
also contribute as they too 
have a requirement in their 
development agreement to 
provide this kind of amenity, 


Under the formula that 
Carma worked out, the 
complex would cost an 


estimated $1,800,000, Carma 
would pay for 15,000 of the 
building's 28.150 square 
fect, making their share 
approximately $960,000, Qu 
alico would pay according to 
the number of housing units, 
ata rate of $350 per unit. As 
they are developing 462 
units, their share of the bill 
would be roughly $161,700. 


$676,300., would be picked 
up by the city, as well as the 
operating costs of $98,000 
per year. With $98,000 in 
expenses, and an estimated 
$82,650 in revenues, the 
annual deficit would be 
roughly $15,650. 

Carma had originally pl- 
anned to build only 15,000 
square feet of the project, 
with additional components 
to be phased in later.

The study says the Parti 
Quebecois has assumed that 
Quebec will be entitled to all 
federal transportation assets 
in the province (i.e. railway 
rolling stock, airplanes, Can- 
adian coast guard ships, etc.) 
but these are definitely not 
going to be conceded to 
Quebec the study concludes, 

The St. Lawrence Seaway 
would also be a major issue 
to be negotiated, particularly 
with it being jointly owned 
and operated by Canada and 
the U.S. 

The study goes on to 
describe several ‘‘random"’ 
examples where Quebec 
would receive the ‘short end 


of the stick’ should it decide 
on the separation route and 
begin to negotiate an ‘econo- 
mic association’ with the rest 
of Canada. Quebec ship- 
builders would suffer econ- 
omically as would other 
transportation equipment in- 
dustries.

taking advantage of funding 


A new component under 
the Alberta governments 
Educational Opportunities 
Fund (EOF), announced by 
Education Minister Julian, 
will benefit junior high 
school students in St. Albert. 

The three year program is 
designed to help junior high 
students who have special 
problems in school. Its 
objective will be to ‘thelp 
these students succeed in 
their studics or gain a better 
understanding of the work 
world as a step towards 
successful integration inte 
socicty.’’ In other words, if é 
student is included toward a 
career in the trades his 
schooling will reflect this in 
the courses he is exposed to. 

In making the announce- 
ment the minister said his 
department had received 
considerable input from. gr- 
oups such as the ATA, 
ASTA, Home and School 
Association and members of 
the legislature which in- 
dicated a real need for a 
program of this nature. The 
need has been recognized for 
some time by the Protestant 
School District in St. Albert 
and to date two special 
classes at Sir George Simp- 
son have been established to 
help students having pro- 
blems. 

The newly announced pro- 
gram will provide the District 
with a grant of $36,000 
according to Assistant Sup- 
erintendent Lowell Thrond- 


son. Mr. Throndson told the 
Gazette the District had 
applied in December to 
Alberta Education for special 
teaching grants to cover 50 
percent of salary costs for 
two teachers which the 
District had planned to use in 
their current junior high 
program. This special grant, 
in the amount of $21,000., 
will be dependent upon 
needs across the province, 
District 6 should be informed 
in late spring if they qualify, 
If they do it should ensure an 
excellent program for the 
District.

Alberta Chamber to hold 


open forum on education 


A public forum on eduea- 
tion was announced recently 
by the Alberta Chamber of 
Commerce. To be held in 
Edmonton on March 10, the 
forum will be led by a group 
of panelists followed by 
public participation. 

A principal contention of 
the Chamber is that ‘‘the 
lack of uniform standards 
which has been permitted to 
develop is of a most 
damaging nature, enabling 
students to graduate from 
secondary schools without 
sufficient competence in the 
necessary core subjects and 
is not satisfactory to the 
present needs of the busin- 
ess community.” 

The panel will be made up 
of Dr, J. D. Harder, associate 
director of Curriculum, Gov- 
ernment of Alberta; Mr. 
Harry Kostiuk, president, 
Alberta Federation of Lab- 
our; Mr, Scott Seville, pre- 
sident, Alberta School Trus- 
tees Association; and Mr, R. 


W. Chapman, past presi 
dent, Alberta Chamber ot 
Commerce,

MacEwan Community Coll- 
ege Mr. J. L. Haar, will sum 
up the views of the panel at 
various points throughout 
the proceedings so that input 
from the public will be 
assured maximum relevance, 
Mr. Colin MacLean, of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, will moderate the 
meeting.

New talent triumphs 
at the Walterdale

One of the essential 
functions of a high-quality 
amateur theatre such as the 
Walterdale is the develop- 
ment of talent in all phases of 
theatre, In its current pro- 
duction, the Walterdale more 
than fulfills this role. More 
importantly, the youthful 
cast came up with a winning 
production, ‘‘Out of the 
Frying Pan" is an exuberant, 
funny show, which seems to 
be enjoyed equally by those 
both behind and in front of 
the footlights. 

The Francis Swan play is a 
light-hearted farce about the 
traumas of struggling actors. 
(This is the second produc- 
tion on this theme shown 
recently in Edmonton, with 
Theatre 3's **Scasons"’ being 
the other one.

In 
‘Frying Pan,"' six enthus- 
iastic but impoverished 
youngsters share digs that 
belong to one of their 
number, a tiny person named 
Dottie. This experiment in 
communal living is being 
conducted without the know- 
ledge of Dottie's father, a 
stuffy Boston politician with 
some oppressive ideas about 
propriety. 

In the apartment below 
lives Mr. Kenny a successful 
producer, whom the kids are 
forever trying to lure into 
their lair, to demonstrate 
their theatrical talents. There 
is a loquacious landlady, and 
a catty, prim cousin of 
Dottie’s who drops by occa- 
sionally to pour cold water on 
their collective dream. To 
further complicate the mud- 
die, two of the group are 
secretly married. 

SEVERAL DEBUTS 

Many of the cast members 


are making their first major 
Stage appearance in ‘‘Frying 
Pan"’ but this fact is not 
readily apparent from their 
performances. The feeling of 
tension that often accom- 
panics a stage debut was 
blessedly absent. Newcom- 
ers Camcron Mills as Nor-

Covering the municipal beat is something of a mixed 
blessing. Most aldermen would be the first to agree that 
assessments, right-of-ways dog’ bylaws and _ intergovern- 
mental squabbles are hardly the stuff of dreams. 
Sometimes, however, a reporter is jolted from his 
Monday-night-council-meeting mood of resignation. Such 
was the case this Monday night as I perused the contents 
of my city council background material. In it were several 
missisves to the city from the good citizens of Grandin 
Park. It seems these folks are unhappy with the proposal 
to update Grandin Shoppers Park, and are particularly 
hostile to the idea of putting a hotel and underground 
parkade there. Well, that’s not unusual, many of us balk 
at changes, especially in our own territory. However, 
some of the tidbits contained in these letters strain 
credibility and erode sympathy for the cause of their 
author. Many of these letters reflect a snobbery that 
would make the Cabots and Lodges of Boston fame seem 
downright democratic. (I refer to that quintissential 
expression of snobbery in the old adage “The Lodges may 
speak to the Cabots but the Cabots speak only to God.”’) 
Other letters reveal a certain callousness toward fellow 
citizens that may be unintentional but is none the less 
offensive. Finally, there are some letters at which one can

only laugh disbelievingly. 

Here’s an example of the latter type: 

“an underground parking lot provides an excellent 
shelter for those who would molest children and others in 
the park and increase the availability of drugs, and 
generally those who are a bad influence.”’ Apart from the 
peculiar syntax, this is a rather droll premise, and is 
illustrative of what results When facts are shaped to fit 
theories. For instance, why would a child molester lurk 
around a parkade? Maybe waiting for the next unwary 10 
year old to tool up in his Ferrari? Kids in parkades are 
usually accompanied by their parents. I have yet to see 
either flashers or groups of children hanging around 
parkades, No, unfortunately, as we saw in last year’s 
incidents, perverts andj: their like are attracted to more 
spacious areas where they can evade pursuers if 
necessary. School yards and parks, not parkades are the 
favoured turf of sex deviates of this sort, as New York’s 
Central Park has proved with horrifying frequency. 
According to the letter writer's reasoning then, we should 
ban school yards and parks. As for drugs, well, if 
parkades were the drug marketplace implied, your local 
parkade would soon resemble a junkies’ convention. I 
have my doubts that drug pushers are about to open 
booths in the Grandin Parkade for the sale of heroin or 
other intoxicants. 

The last phrase really sticks in my craw, the one 
referring to “those who are a bad influence.” Now just 
who is being labelled here? For some, a liberal might well 
fall in that category, for others, women are to be avoided, 
One man’s bad influence is another's inspiration. For my 
money, cars themselves are a dreadful influence on just 
about everyone, andn where could that particular phobia 
could take us? 

Another comment I'll put in the “I-Don’t-Believe- 
This!” category: “It is obvious the developer wishes to 
increase his own profits by re-developing and it appears 
city council's thinking may be clouded by the potential for 
tax dollars. “I must be mistaken, I had the bizarre notion 


developers were in business, like most other entrepreneurs ® 
to do just that — make profits and increase them. The 
same motivation applies to those trying to increase the 
value of their houses in re-sale. Since when has “‘profit’”’ 
become a dirty word in Alberta, land of petro-dreams. 
Without developers, St. Albert would be a tiny mission ® 
town, and Grandin residents would have no cause for 
alarm -- they wouldn’t be there. The same writer reveals a 
rather callous attitude when he or she states “I do not 
object to paying slightly higher taxes than my Edmonton 
neighbours if I can continue to enjoy the unique 
environment St. Albert offers.” 

I don’t think I speak entirely for myself when I say that 
I'm quite happy that the minds of city council are clouded 
by dreams of higher tax revenues. That’s dandy. The 
letter writer might be able to afford to dwell in an area 
ghettoized for the wealthy, but most of us would prefer to 
keep taxes down. Should those who don’t agree with the 
sentiments expressed in the letter move out? No, St. 
Albert needs fewer rarified neighborhoods and more 
housing makes us fair game for our greedy neighbors to 
the south who presently bear the full weight of public 
and low income housing for this region, People in this 
income bracket are unlikely to move here however, with 
no place to live and high taxes to protect the delicate 
sensibilities of residents like the one quoted above. 

Elsewhere, other pearls of wisdom crop up in the 
letters, goodies that require little elaboration. Such as ... 


“Grandin presently houses three bars,”’ If this is true at 
all, it is stretching a point beyond elasticity. Licenced 
restaurants are a far cry from bars. If you don’t buy this, 
go to the Cecil and then visit the Mirabel. The differences 
should be obvious. 

“There is a certain undesirable element that congregate 
at any hotel liquor and beer outlet ‘“—Presumably, 
Grandin Park is a totally dry neighborhood, as many had © 
similar remarks, If they do take the occasional tot, where 
do they do it. Probably quite frequently in beer and liquor 
outlets -- in someone else’s neighborhood! 

I bear no malice for Grandin residents - some of my 
best friends admit to living there. But the writers of the 
letters quoted should abandon their pretensions and wake 
up to the fact they live in a community. We no longer can 
afford the price of such hauteur.

PJ PERRY SESSIONS 

I got my hands on PJ's 
album PJ PERRY SESSIONS 
on Saturday and bought it 
immediately.

PJ is accompanied by 
fellow Edmontonian Bill Til- 
desley on trumpet, Toron- 
tonians George McFetridge 
on piano and Claude Ranger 
on drums, along with Torben 
Oxbol on bass from Van- 
couver. An all-star Canadian 
jazz quintet. 

I enjoyed McFetridge, 
Ranger and Oxbol through- 
out the album, but some of 
the cuts had a little bit too 
much bhree bhrapp in the 
brass for me, especially side 


one. However, the second 
tune on this side, ‘‘Autumn 
in New York"’ was my pre- 
ference. (Notice how I 
skipped the first number). It 
starts off with PJ blowing 
softly and Ranger using 
brushes. Then McFetridge 
adds a few chords leading to 
stronger sax lines by PJ.

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Dieting has become an 
all-Canadian pastime. And 
with good reason considering 
that many nutritionists be- 
lieve obesity is the number 
one health problem in 
Canada today. Yet, an app- 
allingenumber of popular 
diets do more to reduce the 
dieter’s pocketbook and nu- 
trition than control his or her 
weight. 

An answer is in sight. It's 
The Fat Counter Guide, a 
new diet book by nutrition 
author Ronald M, Deutsch 
that points a justifiably 
accusing finger at Canada’s 
fat-rich diet. According to 
Deutsch, it is the fats, not 
proteins or much maligned 
carbohydrates, that are load- 
ed with calories. Gram for 
gram, fat has more than 
twice the calories of either 


protein or carbohydrate. 

In The Fat Counter Guide, 
the key to losing weight is in 
correcting the balance of fats 
and carbohydrates in the 
diet. It is estimated that 40 to 
50 percent of the average 
Canadian’s daily calorie in- 
take now comes from fat. 
Ideally, we should limit fat 
intake to 35 percent of our 
calories and fill in with more 
potatoes, other vegetables, 
fruits, breads and cereals, 
foods rich in complex car- 
bohydrates. The result will 
be better nutrition, lower 
calories and even more 
reasonable food costs, since 
many fat rich foods are 
higher priced. 

Deutsch spends time in his 
book debunking the popular 
misconceptions about carbo- 
hydrates and explaining why 


foods like potatoes and 
bread, long considered taboo 
on reducing diets, should be 
an important part of a weight 
control problem. He points 
out that carbohydrates are 
the body's preferred form of 
energy. Furthermore, pota- 
toes and most other veget- 
ables and fruits are virtually 
fat free, low in calories and 
nutrient-dense, A medium 
size potato, for example, has 
only about 100 calories and 
supplies one-half the adult 
daily requirement for vitamin 
C plus many B vitamins, iron 
and other essential minerals. 

The Fat Counter Guide is 
the first book available to the 
public that makes it easy to 
evaluate the fat content of 
foods and to plan a weight 
control program that is low in 
fat and calories, high in

Problem intersection finally resolved 


After studying five or more 
proposals of a construction 
problem on the Villencuye 
Road, MD council finally 
boiled it down to two alter- 
natives. The problem is 
complicated as it involves an 
intersection of two roads, a 
bridge and a railroad track 
complete with trestle, The 
place in question is located 
about two miles east of 
Villencuve on the Villeneuve 
Road, 

Council had favoured a 
proposal known as PS which 
would involve altering a 
portion of the trestle to steel 
girder, so the road could 
swing around and under the 
trestle. The main advantage 
to this proposal was that it 
alleviated the danger of the 
increasing traffic crossing 
the railroad tracks. It had 
appeared that there were no 
other hazards caused by this 
proposal, 

Councillor Berry strongly 
opposed the PS proposal and 
finally convinced council to 
abandon it for Pl. Pl 
proposes a level crossing 
which would mean raising 
the existing bridge about 16 
feet. Mr. Berry commented 
that going for the trestle 
underpass would probably 


delay action for two to three 
years. He thought that 
something should be done 
fairly soon to improve the 
Intersection, 

To clineh his stand, Coun- 
cillor Berry pointed out the 
potential hazard caused by 
traffic approaching the inter- 
section from the north, He 
suggested to council that 
vehicles would encounter 
quite a decline approaching 


the trestle and might en- 
counter problems in icy con- 
ditions, The north-south road 
presently runs under the 
trestle, but by using PS, the 
south portion would connect 
with the Villeneuve road 
farther west, causing a more 
or less T intersection with the 
river when coming from the 
north, 

Mr. Berry understood the 
danger of crossing the rail- 


road tracks, but pointed out 
that it would be a controlled 
crossing and in his esti- 
mation Pl was the most 
acceptable alternative at this 
time, 

Other information also 
lended itself to the pre- 
ference of the Pl proposal. 
The PS proposal would in- 
volve lowering the bridge, 
which has already been 


raised three times because of 
flooding in the spring. The 
PS proposal would cost an 
estimated $851,000,, while 
the Pl proposal would cost 
an estimated $687,000.00, 

Councillor Berry moved 
the acceptance of proposal 
Pl and to rescind the prior 
motion, The motion was 
carried with Councillor Lam- 
oureux against. 


Rapeseed crushers get assistance 


The Alberta Government 
proposes to pay to the 
crushers the costs of oil tank 
cars presently leased by the 
Crushers. The program 
would provide payments to 
Rapeseed Crushers for lease 
costs on up to 90 percent of 
the existing tank car fleet. In 
addition, the mileage credit 
provided by the railways for 
use of the non-railway 
supplied rolling stock would 
continue to be paid to the 
Crushers. 

**Renewable annually for a 
period of up to five years, the 
program would also provide 
an option for the Alberta 
Government to purchase 
tank cars as current lease 


agreements expire. Should a 
change in freight rates occur 
such that rapeseed products 
achieve parity with seed, the 
program would automatically 
terminate,’ commented the 
deputy premier, 

In announcing the pro- 
gram, Dr. Horner empha- 
sized the value of the rape- 
seed industry in Alberta, 
Rapeseed made up 11 per- 
cent of the total acreage 
seeded in Alberta in 1977/78 
and rapeseed production was 
61 million bushels. Of the 
total production, rapeseed 
crushers in Alberta proces- 
sed about 19 million bushels. 
With value-added processing 
of approximately $3 per 


bushel, this results in an 
additional $57 million gen- 
erated in the province of 
Alberta. 

Rapeseed has become one 
of the most important crops 
for the province in terms of 
the return per acre. For the 
1976-77 crop year, rapeseed 
returned $135 an acre, com- 
pared with an average of $85 
per acre for barley and 
wheat," he said. 

**Because of this, the pro- 
vince has become concerned 
about reported losses to the 
crushing industry in the last 
couple of years. The pro- 
cessing argue that due to the 
low freight rate on rapeseed, 
they end up paying a higher 


price for seed. In order to be 
competitive in eastern dom- 
estic and export markets, the 
processors therefore require 
rail rates for rapeseed pro- 
ducts to be at parity with the 
seed," Dr. Horner explain- 
ed. 

The rapeseed crushers 
began their appeal of in- 
equitable product rates rela- 
tive to seed in 1970. As a 
result, the Canadian Trans- 
port Commission (CTC) froze 
certain rapeseed product 
rates in 1973, 

Studies indicated that the 
freight rates for rapeseed oil 
and meal did not cover the 
costs involved in moving

these products as defined 
under Section 276 of the 
Railway Act. Therefore, in 
1976, the Federal Govern- 
ment ordered the CTC to 
issuc rates which covered the 
actual costs of moving rape- 
seed products plus a con- 
tribution to overhead. 

These compensatory rates 
were partially offset by a 
Federal Government subsidy 
to cover the resulting higher 
freight rates above the 1973 
frozen rates, however this 
federal subsidy still did 
nothing to give the industry 
freight rates on products at 
parity with seed rates. 

“The Alberta program is 
designed to cover some of 
the difference still remaining 
in the higher cost of moving 
rapeseed products in com- 


parison to the freight rates 
for moving seed,"’ said Dr. 
Horner, 

He stressed that the assis- 
tance plan would be neutral 
in its impact upon the com- 
petitive forces that presently 
exist in the industry, and 
should allow time to resolve 
the freight rate inequities. 

The program would cover 
the four existing rapeseed 
crushing plants at Sexsmith, 
Lloydminster, Red Deer and 
Lethbridge, and would also 
be available to the New 
Alberta Food Products plant 
scheduled to begin produc- 
tion later this year in Fort 
Saskatchewan, In 1971 there 
was only one plant. The 
additional four provide over 
200 new jobs and have 


improved Alberta farmers 
marketing opportunities as 
well,

GRAIN DRYING PROPANE REBATE DEADLINE 


Application for a rebate under the Grain Drying Propane 
Rebate Program must be made by February 28. Forms can 
be obtained from district agriculturists and propane dealers. 

The program applies to farmers whose grain drying fuel 
réquirements could not be met by a rural natural gas 
distributor, and it provides for a 10¢ per gallon rebate on 
all propane purchased for the propane they purchased 
between September | and December: 31.

*Agricultural Engineering Extension Services provide 
free advice to farmers on all types of agricultural 
engineering problems, : 

* An agricultural law specialist, located in Lethbridge, 
provides free advice to farmers and farm groups on Alberta 
law, particularly as it relates to agriculture. 

* The Farmers’ Advocate of Alberta, located in 
Edmonton, is responsible for seeing that the rights of 
individual farmers are protected. 

* The Animal Pest Control Program provides protection 
for livestock against coyotes through advice, training, 
assistance and approved control techniques carried out by 
municipal pest control officers. A regional predator 
specialist can be called upon to help remove killer coyotes. 

* The Crop Improvement Program is designed to provide 
information to farmers on cropping procedures as well as on 
the production and marketing of cereal, oilseed, forage and 
special crops. 

* The Feed Testing Service, located in Edmonton, 
analyzes hay, silage, grain and other feeds to determine 
their nutrient content and whether there are excessive levels 
of such things as nitrates, 

* The Production Costs and Returns Information Service

Quota Review Report 


fhe Producer Advisory 
Committee to the Canadian 
Wheat Board recently re- 
leased the report of its Quota 
Review Committee. The 
main recommendations of 
the committee include the 
use of seeded acreage only in 
the Wheat Board quota base, 
a productivity bonus to 
producers who deliver their 
full quota of grain, and 
inclusion of off-Board feed 
grains in the delivery quota 
systems. 

The report is the first 
review of the Canadian 
Wheat Board delivery quota 
system since the Boden 
Report in 1970. The four 
member committee which 
prepared the report was 
appointed in early August. It 
received 141 written sub- 
missions from grain produc- 
ers, farm organizations, gr- 
ain handling companies and 
other organizations. 

The committee recomm- 
ends a marketing bonus to 
producers who deliver their 
full general quota in a crop 
year. It suggests that these 
producers be allowed to add 
a number of ‘marketing 
bonus acres’. The revised 
quota allowance for the 
following crop year would 
consist of his actual seeded 
acres plus the greater of 2S 
acres or a percentage of his 
acres seeded to quota crops. 

Under the federal govern- 
ment's Domestic Feed Gr- 
ains Policy, wheat, oats, or 
barley for domestic feed use 
are not subject to delivery 
quotas. The Quota Review 
Committee recommends that 
these grains be under a 
quota system similar to that 
now used for rapeseed to 
crushing plants, It says that 
these quotas should be set in 
accordance with the actual 
demand over the shipping 
period. 

The committee proposes 
that early in the crop year the 


quota for non-Board feed 
grains be set at a fairly high 
level, but not so high as to 
allow a single producer to tie 
up facilities. The quota for 
Board grain would normally 
be set lower. Further in- 
creases through the year 
would be set in consultation 
with the grain trade. 

Other changes recommen- 
ded by the committee in- 
clude: 

*Selected barley should be 
delivered on the basis of one 
ton per assigned acre. A 
producer wishing to load a 56 
ton car would assign S6 
acres, or 90 acres if he 
wished to load a 90 ton car. 
The committe recommends 
that selected barley deliver- 
ies should be considered as 
an advance against the 
regular barley quota rather 
than as an over-quota de- 
livery privilege. 

*The committee recom- 
mends that the current 
system of designating a 
primary delivery point with 
the option of delivering to 
any other point be retained. 
However, it says that a 
producer should not be able 
to deliver more than the 
quota in effect at the delivery 


point, even if the quota at his 
primary delivery point is 
higher. 

*The report says that the 
current over-quota delivery 
privilege to purchase regis- 
tered seed should be main- 
tained, but raised from 600 to 
800 bushels. 

*It suggests that Wheat 
Board quota levels should 
not be guaranteed, but that 
the Board should provide 


more information on sales 
and movement throughout 
the year. In conjunction with 
two reassignment privileges, 
this would give producers 
additional flexibility. 

*The committee recom- 
mends a firm policy of 
reviewing the Wheat Board 
quota system every two to 
three years.

Agreement reached on new 
standard right -of-way contract 


Following several months 
of negotiation between Uni- 
farm, the Farmers’ Advocate 
and representatives of the 
petroleum industry, agree- 
ment has been reached on a 
new standard right-of-way 
contract for use in dealings 
with Alberta farmers, 

The agreement contract 
offers landowners additional 
protection through new cl- 
auses and sets a standard for 
equitable treatment. Uni- 
farm has advised its mem- 
bers to insist on use of the 
new contract in any future 
surface rights negotiations. 

Although the landowner is 
still responsible for negotia- 
ting details of the agree- 
ment, Unifarm officials are 
satisfied that the new stan- 
dard contract form is a great 
improvement over a con- 
fusing variety of contracts in 
use in the past. 

An important addition to 
the contract is a clause that 
frees the owner or occupier 
of land crossed by a 
right-of-way from liability for 
non-wilful damages to ab- 
ove-surface structures. This 
condition has been requested 
by Unifarm and the Farmers’ 


Advocate for several years. 

As well as offering pro- 
tection to farmers, the new 
clause should encourage 
pipeline companies to either 
bury, or place out of the way, 
most of the above-surface 
structures that have long 
been a nuisance and danger 
to farm operations. 

Another major clause 
holds pipeline companies 
responsible for compensa- 
ting farmers for additional 
costs incurred in his opera- 
tion due to pipeline con- 
struction. This should prove 
of special advantage to 
Southern Alberta farmers 
who will now be able to claim 
compensation for returning 
land disturbed by pipeline 
construction to the level 
required for irrigation pur- 
poses. 

Among other conditions of 
the contract is provision of a 
sketch to the landowner 
showing location of the 
proposed right-of-way; con- 
straint on the length of time 
the agreement remains valid; 
compensation for inconven- 
ience of above-surface str- 
uctures; and compensation 


for additional pipelines along

A Unifarm delegation re- 
cently met with senior repre- 
sentatives of the Northern 
Pipeline Agency, the federal 
government regulatory body 
charged with overseeing all 
aspects of. the proposed 
Foothills Pipeline, and urged 
use of the new contract form. 

The agency is still study- 
ing the contract and did not 
make any firm commitment. 
Unifarm, however, has re- 
commended that all land- 
owners along the Foothills 
route obtain copies of the 
contract and insist on its use 
in negotiations for the pro- 
posed northern pipeline.

Emergency medical 
technicians to train 


Initial locations and im- 
plementation details of the 
provincial Emergency Medi- 
cal Technician - Ambulance 
(EMT-A) program have been 
announced by Dr. A. E. 
Hohol, minister of Alberta 
Advanced Education and 
Manpower. 

Under the program, basic 
training to upgrade Alberta's 
ambulance attendants will be 
offered at 12 learning centres 
throughout the province. Of 
these will be temporary 
centres, each operating on a 
rotating basis within one of 
10 designated geographic 
areas spanning the province. 
The remaining two will be 
permanent, one each in 
Edmonton and Calgary. 

The rotating centres will 
make the program accessible 
over the three year period to 
all attendants in or near their 
home communities. The up- 
grading program will be op- 
tional, but limited, to am- 
bulance attendants. Esti- 
mates of full time, part time 
and volunteer attendants 
place the current number of 
potential students at about 
1000, 

Selected as the temporary 
initial sites in each of the 10 
areas are: Red Deer, Leth- 
bridge, Fairview, Sherwood 
Park, Wainwright, Grande 
Cache, High River, Medicine 
Hat, Coronation and Fort 
McMurray, Beginning with 
the Red Deer centre, sche- 
duled to open in early 1979, 
the 10 temporary centres will 


be set up one at a time in the 
above sequence, becoming 
fully cperational over the 
following several months. 

The time a learning centre 
remains at each site within 
its geographic area will 
depend on the demand 
placed upon it by interested 
students. Access to each 
temporary centre will be 
open to all attendants re- 
gardless of location. The 
permanent centres in Ed- 
monton and Calgary will give 
attendants the continuous 
opportunity to take training 
any time within the three 
years, 

Dr, Hohol explained, *‘*Al- 
though the intention is to 
locate learning centres in as 
many individual communi- 
ties as possible, within the 
three year period not every 
single community with amu- 


lance services can be cov- 
ered, 

**However,’’ he empha- 
sized, ‘‘all centres regardless 
of location will be accessible 
to any ambulance attendant 
who wishes to travel to 
them." 

Students will be registered 
at SAIT and will be issued 
certificates upon successful 
completion of the program, 
Each learning centre will 
consist of a computer ter- 
minal, audio-visual mater- 
ials, textbooks and first-aid 
demonstration equipment. 

Practical skills will be 
assessed on-site by course 
supervisors, The theory por- 
tion of the program will be 
completed by students using 
a terminal connected to a 
central computer at the 
Calgary institute. 


Hog grading study 


Canada's hog grading sys- 
tem is undergoing a thor- 
ough study by Agriculture 
Canada’s livestock division. 
A team of department 
officials and support staff is 
analyzing about 4,500 care- 
fully selected hog carcasses 
at three meat packing cen- 
tres -- Kitchener, Ont., 
Montreal, Que., and Ed- 
monton, 

The study, which is being 
done in co-operation with the 
Canadian Pork Council and 
the Meat Packers Council of 


Canada, will find exactly how 


‘much lean meat and fat 


exists on all kinds of market 
hogs. 

A similar wide-ranging 
study of hogs 11 years ago 
was the basis for Canada’s 
current hog grading index. 
Canadian pork producers 
since then have improved the 
breeding of hogs to produce 
more lean meat. The study 
now underway will provide 
an accurate gauge of how 
hogs have changed since 
1967, 


Proposed task force to 


develop purchase program 
for 10,000 hopper cars 


The Canadian Wheat 
Board released details of its 
proposal for the immediate 
establishment of a_ five 
member task force which 
would develop a program for 
the purchase of a further 
10,000 grain hopper cars 
over the next six years, 

The proposal was submit- 
ted to the three Prairie 
Premiers and the Hon. Otto 
Lang, minister responsible 
for the Wheat Board, at a 
separate meeting during the 
recent conference on Grain 
Handling and Transportation 
held in Winnipeg in early 
January, 

As proposed by the Wheat 
Board, the task force would 
consist of the deputy mini- 
sters of Finance from the 
three prairie provinces and 
the federal government, and 
a commissioner of the Wheat 
Board, Once established, the 
task force would be required 
to complete its report by 
March 31, 1979, 

In its proposal, the Board 
says an additional 10,000 
hopper cars must be pur- 
chased over the next few 
years to prevent a further 
erosion of grain exports and 
enable western farmers to 
take advantage of the con- 
tinuing growth in world trade 
in grain, 

“Unless additions are 
made to the grain fleet, 
western grain exports can be 
expected to decline by about 
one million tons per year," 
the Board said in its proposal

“At a nominal value of $150 
per ton, this would represent 
a loss of more than $4.2 
billion to prairie farmers and 
to the western economy by 
1985,"" ca 

The Board said the loss in 
income is even greater when 
potential increases in grain 
exports are taken into ac. 
count. "By maintaining only 
its current share of expan- 
ding world grain trade, 
Canada could be exporting 
an average of about 30 
million tons of grain each 
year by 1985, an increase of 
8.8 million tons over 1977-78, 
This additional volume, ag- 
ain ata nominal value of $150 
per ton, would represent an 
increase in revenue of $5.3 
billion to the economy of 
western Canada by 1985,"' 
the Board said. 

In its proposal, the Board 
suggests that the cost of 
10,000 additional hoppers, 
estimated at approximately 
$450 million, could be shared 
by the provinces and the 
federal government on a 
$0-S0 basis. Each province's 
share could then be based on 
its share of grain production 
in the last three years. 

The total of 12,000 new 
hopper cars, which includes 
the 2,000 cars already 
ordered by the Wheat Board, 
would bring the number of 
hopper cars in the grain fleet 
up to 20,000 cars in total. The 
other 8,000 cars already in 
service were purchased by 


the federal government. 

The Wheat Board pointed 
out the purchase of 10,000 
hopper cars by the three 
provinces and the federal 
government can be taken 
into account in the event the 
Crows Nest Rate issue is 
resolved. In the meantime, 
western Canada will not be 
forced to forego export 
markets due to lack of 
railcars, 

The Wheat Board empha- 
sized that it would be forced 
to make additional purchases 
of its own if positive action 
were not forthcoming by the 
provinces and the federal 
government, 

The Board's proposal sta- 
ted the acquisition of hopper 
cars will not solve all possible 
bottlenecks in the grain 
transportation system. ‘'The 
federal government has 
launched a major program of 
branch line rehabilitation, 
The Canadian Wheat Board 
is, subject to federal cabinet 
approval, working with a 
consortium to build a huge 
new terminal facility at 
Prince Rupert. The railways 
are spending large amounts 
of money on the rail lines to 
Vancouver. The federal goy- 
ernment is studying the 
feasibility of more widely- 
based labour negotiations for 
the grain industry, All these 
programs must be pursued 
vigorously to keep our export 
grain volumes expanding,” 
the Board said,

It will be a piece of cake, Joe will be a 
FREE AGENT after this season. 

The season ends, with no contract with the 
Sharpshooters. Joe Superstar is really interested in playing 
with the 69’ers, He negotiates.,.talks...negotiates...talks. Joe 
likes Riverside, and he likes the management of the team. 
The money is better too! So Joe signs with the 69’ers. 

But back in Newville, the owners of the Newville 
Sharpshooters cry foul! 

They say “if you sign Joe Superstar, we want someone 
good in return.” 

Some haggling goes on, and there is no agreement 
between the two teams on who should go from the 69’ers to 
the Sharpshooters, The league commissioner is brought in 
to the picture, 

The commissioner decides, after some careful thought, 
that the 69’ers will have to give up FRED DYNOMITE, 
the 69’ers second best player. 

It's not very fair, is it? 

Joe wasn’t happy in Newville. Joe is no longer under 
contract with the Sharpshooters. 

As far as I'm concerned, Joe should be a FREE 
AGENT. A player who should be able to sign with 
anybody, with NO STRINGS ATTACHED. 

But it doesn’t work that way. The Sharpshooters lost their 
chance on Joe, The couldn't provide him with something

Unfortunately, the system in pro sports doesn’t work like 
that.
